. WASHINGTON, D.C. - Not many 
people have heard about Senate Bill 1, 
which would have brought a police state to 
America, according to a leaflet of “the 
National Alliance Against Racist and 


_ Political Repression”. But S. 1 was stalled 
-and defeated because of heavy public 


outcries against it. Now Senate Bill No. 
1487 is taking its place. If this bill were to 
be passed, what you are reading now 
would be illegal. Taken from the leaflet, 
some of the repressive features are as 
follows: ; * 

Sabotage could be read to include 
opposition to the development of the 


- neutron bomb and/or speeches against the 
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seats on the Council. Flynn has been 
nominated as representative to the 
Student Advisory Commission to replace 
Brian Jackson.

It also 
gives the government the power to 
prosecute people in any mass demonstra- 
tion or union strike. There are many more 
repressive features to this bill. 

The Kennedy-McClellan sub-committee 
allowed only five days of hearings on this 
bill. On January 30, the Senate passed the 
bill by an overwhelming margin. There 
were only 12 senators who were to vote no 
on this. Now it must be voted on by the 
House of Representatives as Bill HR-6869. 
The land of the free may be in for a few 
surprises if this bill becomes law.

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Tons of snow paralyze school

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costs $35,000 |

The back to back blizzards cost the 
school more than $35,000 in snow 
contracts with Crepeau Construction. 
Crepeau spent the whole weekend of the 
Jan. 20 storm, and all week after the ‘Big 
Blizzard’ moving the snow by payloader 
and bulldozer. Mud flat parking lot 1 had 
to be bulldozed in both storms. 

The Jan. storm residue amounted to 
4500 cubie yards of snow next to the 
faculty parking lot. Tape measures are not 
long enough to measure the pile left from 
the ‘Blizzard of ‘78”. To date, about 100 
tons of sand and 15 tons of salt have been 
used. 


Snow drifts from the Hurrican Storm 
were 10 feet high in some spots on 
campus. The main patio had snow that 
was over the cab of the maintenance Ford 
4400 Tractor. Three-quarters of some 
doors on buildings were covered. 

Sevigny’s men worked around the clock 
in order to keep the school on a reasonable 
schedule. Crepeau workers were moving 
snow up until late Sunday night, Feb. 12. 

Pres. Dimitry was very pleased with all 
the fine work and sent a personal letter of 
thanks to all maintenance and ground 
crews for a good job done. 


New charter adopted

NECC- A charter has been adopted by 
the NECC Administrators Council to 
establish a new organization for the 
purpose of considering and recommending 
policy. Its function, as stated in the 
charter, is to update the philosophy and 
the structure of the adademic governance 
of the college. 

President Dimitry said this charter 
allows participation by students, faculty, 
and administration on its committees, 
namely: curriculum, student academic 
affairs, budget and executive. 

The responsibilities of each committee, 
as stated in the charter, is as follows: 

~- The Executive Committee will serve 
as a liason committee for the Council and 
_ will have full responsibility for the general 
management of the Council between 
meetings. Included in this responsibility 
is the organization of material discussed, 
the publishing of agendas ans acting as the 
nominating committee. 

The Student Academie Affairs 
Committee will study and make recom- 
mendations concerning all areas of 
academic policy, standards, and advising. 

The Curriculum Committee will receive 
and make recommendations regarding all 
proposals for changes, additions, and 


deletions to the curricula and credit 
courses offered by all Divisions of the 
College.

The Budget Committee will make 
recommendations with respect to the 
allocation of funds within the approved 
budget of the College and may review at 
any time the expenditure of all approved 
allotments of funds within past completed 
budgets. 

The election dates have not been set for 
those students and faculty members 
wishing torun. The Charter states there 
will be seven students elected to serve on 
standing committees of the Council by 
vote of the entire student body. One of 
these students will be elected to serve on 
the Executive Committee, three for the 
Student Academic Affairs Committee, and_ 
three for the Curriculum Committee. _ 


President Dimitry said this new 


Charter basically differs in only two Ways Fi 
from the previous Academic Council, 
which has been in _ operation for 
approximately eight years. It no longer 
deals with recommendations of faculty 
promotions and sabbatical leaves. 

Dimitry said the Council has been very 
successful in the past and will probably 
continue because it sets up a working 
model of participation by the faculty, 
students, and administration in the 
governance of the College. 

This Charter has been implemented as 
of January 23, 1978. New elections will 
possibly be held.

Community College has offered coopera- 
tive education opportunities to interested 
students. Cooperative education involves 
in-college work experience directly 
related to a student’s field of study. The 
value of cooperative education is that it 
can provide a student with a solid 
foundation of practical training on which 
‘to base career decisions. This value is 
evidenced by the experience of Susan 
Migneault of Lawrence, a psychology 
student in the Division of Continuing 
Education, who oa ea in a Co-op 
program. 

Migneault serves as a Counselor's 
Assistant working with prisoners at the 
Lawrence House of Corrections. As a 
counselor's assistant, she assumes many 
ReebenelbRiticn, These include: being an 


and establishing good community rela- 
tions. 

As an inmate advocate she sees to it 
that prisoners’ civil rights are upheld. As 
a counselor, Migneault believes- her 
responsibility consists of achieving an 
honest, sharing communication between 
two people; It is not neccessarily problem 
solving or psychotherapy. Community 
relations, she sees as an area that needs 
the most development. Understanding 
and support has to be established, within 
the prison itself - among the correctional 
officers and inmates, as well as outside the 
prison, among the public. 

As a student of psychology involved 


with cooperative education, Migneault has - 


first-hand field experience of what she 
learns in the classroom. She also gets to 


class. 

Before becoming involved in the Co-op 
system Ms. Migneault was unsure of what 
she wanted. Now she wants to receive a 
B.A. in criminal justice with the hope of 
someday becoming a criminal psycholo- 
gist. Without her participation in the 
Co-op program Migneault believes she 
would still be uncertain of what her future 
goals would be.

The Swastika and the Sun 

Through countless centuries the Hopi 
have recalled in their ceremonies the 
previous worlds, our emergence to the 
present world, and our purpose in coming 
here. Periodically they have renewed 
their vow with Maasauu to live the simple, 
humble way of life he laid out for them, 
and to preserve the balance of nature for 
the sake of all living things. The 
knowledge of world events has been 
handed down in secret religious societies 
who keep watch as each stage unfolds. 

The leaders watched especially for a 
series of three world-shaking events, 
accompanied by the appearance of certain 
symbols that describe the primordial 
forces that govern all life, from the 
sprouting of a seed to global movements 
such as weather, earthquakes, piemiope 
and wars. 

The gourd rattle is a key arated A 
gourd signifies seed force. The shaking of 
the gourd rattle in ceremonies means the 
stirring of life forces. On the rattle are 


_drawn the ancient symbols, of the 
swastika, showing the spirals of force 
sprouting from a seed in four directions, 
surrounded by a ring of red fire, showing 
the encircling penetration of the sun’s 

_warmth which causes the seed to sprout 
and grow. 


The first two world-shaking events 
would involve the forces portrayed by the 
swastika and the sun. Out of the violence 
and destruction of the first, the strongest 
elements would emerge with still greater 
force to produce the second event. When 
the actual symbols appeared it would be 
clear that this stage of the prophecy was 
being fulfilled. 


The Day of Purification 


The final stage, called the “great day of 
purification” has also been described as a 
“mystery egg”, in which the forces of the 
swastika and the sun, plus a third force 
symbolized by the color red, culminate 
either in total rebirth, or total annihilation 
- we don’t yet know which, but the choice 
is ours. War and natural catastrophe may 
be involved. The degree of violence will be 
determined by the degree of inequity 
caused among the peoples of the world 

’ and in the balance of nature. In this crisis, 
rich and poor will be forced to struggle as 
equals to survive. 

That it will be very violent is now 
almost taken for granted among tradi- 
tional Hopi, but man may still lessen the 
violence by correcting his treatment of 
nature and fellow man. Ancient 
spiritually-based communities, such as the 
Hopi, must especially be preserved and 
not forced to abandon their wise way of 
life and the natural resources they have 
vowed to protect. 


The Gourd Full of Ashes 

Eventually a “gourd full of ashes” would 
be invented, which if dropped from the 
sky would boil the oceans and burn the 
land, causing nothing to grow there for 
many years. This would be the signal for a 
certain Hopi to bring out his teaching in 
order to warn the world that the third and 
final event would happen soon, and that it 
could bring an end to all life unless people 
correct themselves and their leaders in 
time. 

Hopi leaders now believe the first two 
events were the first and second world 
wars, and the “gourd fulfof ashes” is the 
atomic bomb. After the bombing of 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki, teachings 
formerly kept secret were compared and 
released to the world. The details 
those 


presented here are part of 
teachings.

The Fate of Mankind 

The Hopi play a key role.in the survival 
of the human race, through their vital 
communion with the unseen forces thai 
hold nature in balance, as an example of a 
practical alternative to the suicidal 
man-made system, and as a fulcrum of 
world events.

Still the man-made system cannot be 
corrected by any means that requ'res 
one’s will to be forced upon another, for 
that is the source of the problem. If 
people are to correct themselves and t ieir 
leaders, the gulf between the two must 
disappear. To accomplish this one can 
only rely on the energy of truth itsel!. 

This approach, which is the foundation 
of the Hopi way of life, is the greatest 
challenge a mortal can face. Few are 
likely to accept it. But once peace is 
established on this basis, and our original 
way of life is allowed to flourish, we will be 
able to. use our inventive capacity wisely, 
to encourage rather than threaten life, 
and benefit everyone rather than giving 
advantage to a few at the expense of 
others. Concern for all living things will 
far surpass personal concerns, bringing 


greater happiness than could formerly be ~ 


realized. Then all living things shall enjoy 
lasting harmony.
